Manila, Apri! 22.—10:30 a. m.—Last week 


has been one of the bloodiest of the war 
since the first day's fighting around Ma- 
nila. Authentic reports, mostly official, 
shows a total] of 378 Filipinos kiiled, 
twelve officers and 244 men captured and 
many more wounded. The number of 
wounded is hardly guessable. Consider- 
ing that the Filipinos entirely lack hos- 
pital facilities, a great majority of the 
wounded will die. Probably the week's 
work finished 1,000 insurgents. The Amer- 
iclans total loss was nine kifled and six-

Twenty Filipinos in the province of Ba- 
tangas attacked Lieutenant Wende, who, 
with eight men. was scouting near San 
Jose. The lieutenant and five men were 
wounded and one private was killed. 

Sergeant Lendoius, of the Thirty-fifth 
infantry, was badly wounded in an am- 
bush near Baliuag. Lieutenant Balch, of 
the Thirty-seventh infantry, with seventy 
men, had a five hours’ fight with 400 in- 
surgents in the Nueva Caceras district. 
Twenty of the insurgents were killed. 

Colonel Smith, of the Seventeenth in- 
fantry, who captured General Montenegro 
and brought him to Manila, is in the iso- 
lation hospital suffering from smallpox, 
presumably caught from the Filipinos. 

Colonel Smith’s command captured i 
Officers and men with Montenegro. The 
Officers were brought to Manila. Monte- 
negro, who was formerly one of the most 
dapper officers in the Filipino army, looks 
Worn and haggard. rie he had led 
a terrible life for months, and he has 
Offered to return to the north with Colo- 
nel Smith to endeavor to persuade iis 
former comrades of the uselessness of 
Opposing the Americans, 

One hundred escaped Spanish prisoners 
from the province of Tayabas, south Lu- 
zon. have arrived at Malina. 

The insurgents have 400 more Spaniards 
in that district. Recently the Filipinos 
destroyed several rods of the railway iine 
near Panique in an unsuccessful attempt 
to Wreck a train.

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USED A KNIFE ON HIS FRIENDS. 


Fisherman, Crazed by Liquor, Slays 
a Man and Wounds a Boy. 
Chicago, April 22.—Laboring under tne 
hallucination that his friends had entered 
to a conspiracy to kill him and crazed 


in 
with liquor, William Ailward, a fisherman, 
today slashed with a pocket knife the 


throat of his old friend and schoolmate, 
William Larkins, severing the jugular 
vein and causing Larkins's death within 
ten minutes. Then turning on four other 
occupants of his fishing shack, he lunged 
at them, cutting Thomas Norris, an eight- 
een-vear-old boy, in the head and in his 
frenzy gashing his own right hand. Lar- 
kins staggered from the shack, followed 
in haste by young Norris and two others. 
Ailward. after throwing the bloody knife 
among some weeds, went directly to the 
Tyde Park police station, three blocks 
away, and placing his bloodstained hanas 
on the desk, said: 

“T have just cut a man, and I thought I 
had better tell you about it.” 

Ailward went to a cell without resist- 


ance. 


POLICE GUARDING THE JAIL. 


Dynamiters’ Friends Threaten To 
Rescue Them from Prison. 


Ruffalo. N. Y.. April 22.—A Niagara 
Falls special to The Express says: 
Chief Youngs. of the Dominion police, 


his force of half a dozen regular police- 
men and 2% armed deputies are guarding 
the iail at Clifton, Ont., where are con- 


fined the three men charged with blow- 
ing up lock No. 2 at Thorold, Ont., last 
nicht. 


The extraordinary precautions taken for 
the guarding of the men is the result of 
a rumor that reached Chief Youngs this 
afternoon to the effect that 400 Buffalo 
shovelers were on their way here to lib- 
erate the prisoners. The militia of tne 
district. the Forty-fourth battalion, has 
been warned for service and can be mobil- 
ized at Clifton at short notice. Last night 
it was thought that men who blew up tne 
lock were Boer sympathizers: Today the 
opinion has changed. It is now the be- 
lief of many persons in Clifton and near- 
by Canadian villages that the dynamiters 
were agents for Buffalo grain shovelers 
and sought to blow up the lock for the 
purpose of disabling the Welland canal, 


thereby preventing the passage of grain | 


through the canal from Port Colborne to 
Montreal. With thé canal closed, it is 
argued, the scoopers of Buffalo might 
have more work than they would have 
with the canal open. This line of reason- 
ing, aided by rumors of an impending 
invasions of scoopers from Buffalo, re- 
sulted in the heroic measures taken by 
Chief Youngs. It was said in Clifton to- 
night that the grain handlers of Buffalo 
had organized for the raid and that they 
would reach the Canadian town tonight. 
That such an attempt will be made is

I am satisfied that this is 
not true. Governor Taylor went to Wash- 
ington on purely personal business not 
connected in any way with the trial of his 
case. 

“‘Nor do I believe the report to be true | 
that he is in New York attempting to 
prevent the serving of a requisition. As! 
to whether a requisition could be lawfully 
issued by Mr. Beckham or would be rec- 
ognized, it is unnecessary for me to ex- 
press an opinion, as these are question? 
that must be determined by the authori- 
ties upon such a requisition as may be 
made. 

“Governor Tavlor has publicly declar- 
ed that he was not and would never be a 
fugitive from justice and that if indicted 
he would respect he law and meet his, 
accusers face to face. Therefore, there 
must be but one course open to him, an@ 
that is to return as soon as he can, walk 
boldly and bravely into court and meet 
the indictment like a man. Any other 
course would be rank injustice not only® 
' to himself but to those of his friends who 
have been accused of so foul a crime. 
I don't know whether an indictment has 
been found against Governor Taylor, but 
if it has I have no doubt he will promptly 
surrender himself into the hands of the 
law, and I believe that any intimation to 
the contrary does him an injustice.”’ .

New York, April 23.—The World says 
Governor Taylor, of Kentucky, could not 
be found in New York yesterday. A 
| search of all the leading hotels failed to 
reveal his presence. His closest friends

urday. Former President Harrison de- 
clined to discuss the Taylor case, and 
Governor Roosevelt was also reticent. 


GENERAL QUITS EAISER’S ARMY 


Emperor Grants Three Months’ Fur- 

lough and Resignation Follows. 

Berlin, April 22.—When Emperor Wil- 
liam arrived at Aitona the other day to 
salute the »rince of Wales, returning 
' from Copenhagen to London, he was 
struck with the lack of sultable arrange- 
ments on the part of Lieutenant General 
Von Schleinitz, commander at Altona. 
After his return to Berlin the emperor 
issued orders giving General Von Schlein- 
itz six months leave of absence. The 
general has tendered his resignation and 
left the army. 


INSURGENTS MAY TAKE COLON. 


Advices from Colombia Indicate That 
Rebels Are Making Headway. 
Kingston, Jamaica, April 22.—Advices 
from Colombia today say that Bocas del 
Toro, Panama, is in possession of the 
rebels. Last Friday the government 
chartered a British steamer at Colon to | 
take the troops to Bocas del Toro, where 
an important battle is expected. With 
Bocas del Toro in the hands of the rebels 
Colon is practically threatened. There is 
considerable excitement at Carthagena 
‘over a report that Baranquilla has fallen 
into the hands of the insurgents. This 
rumor is not entirely credited, but there 
are good reasons for believing that the 

town will soon be taken.

The warning of the English press that 
Germany has her eye on South America 
and would not be averse, when the time 
comes to making a practical test of the 
force of the Monroe doctrine, are not 
unheeded here. Such a posisibility has 
been recognized in view of the conditions 
which prevail in Brazil, and it is playing 
a part in the argument of those who dep- 
recate the retention of the Philippines 
as carrying with it the practical aban- 
donment “of the Monroe doctrine. In ad- 
ministration circles there is a strong ten- 
dency to deny that the administration pol- 
icy with gegard to the Philippines in- 
volves any abandonment of the Monroe 
doctrine. It is recognized that the force 
of the Monroe declaration, which has be- 
come so strong an article in the declara- 
tion of faith of the United States, rests 
in its last analysis entirely upon the abil- 
ity of this country to enforce it should 
the test at any time be made by one of 
the governments of Europe. In this con- 
nection it is megarded as something more 
than a coinciflénce that in the debates 
in support of the naval appropriation bill, 
the German naval programme has been 
referred to as reason why this govern- 
ment must go on its policy of buliding up 
a@ great navy. 
Conditions in Brazil. 

The conditions in Brazil are somewhat 
It seems that back in the days 
when Dom Pedro controlled the affairs 
of the country there was made a long 
lease of a large tract of land to a German 
colonization society. Under the direction 
of this society there has been a steady 
stream of German emigration to Brazil. 
The Germans out there have prospered to 
a high degree, and it is estimated that 
they now number between 300,000 and 
400,000. The German interests in that 
country are very large. Unlike the Ger- 
mans who have come to the United States, 
those people have for the most part re- 
tained their allegiance to the fatherland. 
They have not taken out naturalization 
papers, nor assumed Srazilian citizenship 
in any degree. They have taken no hand 
in the control of Brazilian affairs and 
only once has there been anything at all 
like trouble between them and the gov- 
ernment under which they live. This was 
something like two years ago when, upon 
the occasion of the emperor's birthday, 
the Germans insisted on running up the 
German flag over some one of the public 
buildings. There was a riot and there 
seemed to be a good chance for serious 
trouble. The Brazilian authorities, how- 
ever, developed a remarkable degree of 
blindness on this occasion, and the episode 
was allowed to pass without the govern- 
ment becoming involved in any way. It 
served, however, to bring to the attention 
of the Brazilian people and the Brazilian 
government more than had ever been 
done before. the dangerous possibilities 
of the presence of his great colony.

NO INFORMATION 1S OBTAINABLE 


Rescuers Start Out, but So Far Have 
Been Unable To Accomplish 
Anything. 


Winnipeg, Man., April 22—The city last 


ight was in a fever of excitement caused | 


by the awfal bush fires new raging along 
the line of the Southeastern railway. All 
the country from La Broquerie, about 
fifty miles down the line toward Warren, 
Minn., a disterce of seventy-five miles, is 
in the grusp of the fire. which is swe-p- 
ing the forest in all directions, fanned by 
a strong easterly wind, and the number 
of human beings entrapped is estimated 
at fully 300, composed chiefly of scatter- 
ed s€tilers and men employed in the lum- 
ber camps. 

No messages have been received since 
¥ o'clock yesterday, when the operator at 
W oodridge, about ten miles this side of 
Vassar, reported that <he special train 
bearing Buchanan and Keith's men and 
railway Officials had been within four 
miles of Vasser and was driven back by 
flames. From stragglers who have es- 
capej they learned that 100 teams, with 
all camping outfits, had been aban¢oned, 
and that ihe men have scattered for their 
lives in alJ directions. One hundred thuou- 
sand ties and ten thousand cords of wood 
were burned, and the camps were com- 
pleteiy encircled by th= raging flames. 
The sp*cia)] train had just left on another 


trial to break throtgh the flames and 
attempt additional rescues. 

Since that time no word has been re- 
ceived, and the officials conclude that 


Woodridge is burning and the train en- 
trapped. The forest along the track is 
dense, and reireat will be impossible. 

A rescue irain with a strong force 
men, doctors and supplies, was dispatch. 
ed at noon, and reached La BProquerie 
safely. Beyord that the whole forest is 
amass of flames, and advance is impossi- 
ble, as the track is burned and the re- 
treat of the special train is cut off. To- 
nigit the wires are all down, and no news 
whatever cen be obtained. A settler from 
Vassar reached the city this evening, 
having left home § Friday morning. 
Abandoning his belongings, he managed 
to escape through the woods on foot. He 
reports the whole country for miles in 
flames, and it is almost certain that many 
lives are being sacrificed. Fortunately, 
the district is thinly settled, but the grav- 
est fears are entertained that loss of life 
among the iumbermen will be severe, and 
the railway cfficials dg not deny that the 
special ‘rain is probDubly doomed. 

fescue parties are being organized. and 
will start tomorrow on wagons for the 
scene to attempt tu rescue the settlers 
and straggiers. The fires have be2n burn- 
ing for sore days in various quarters, but 
were not considered serious until the 
strong wind of Thursday night fanned the 
flames. and united detached fires within 
one tremendous circle of destruction. 

No Loss of Life. 

Winnipeg, Manitoba, April 23.—Exagger- 
ated reports of heavy loss of life by forest 
fires in the southeastern portion of the 
provinc@m are denied. A special] train 
from the scene of the conflagration brings 
news that much valuable wood and tim- 
ber has been destroyed, but there has 
been no loss of life. About 0,000 ties 
have been destroyed. 

Fires Are Dying Out. 

Duluth, Minn., April 22.—Reports from 
the forest fire district are very meager 
tcday, but from the best information cb- 
tuinable the worst of the scare is over 
am] fires are dying down. A good many 
thousands of dollars damage was done, 
however, and owing to the unusually dry 
condition of the underbrush and timber, 
the danger is not altogether removed.

INDIANS SLAY PROSPECTORS. 


Four Men Are Made Way With by 


the Chilkats. 
Seattle, Wash., April 
from Alaska report the probable murder 
by the same Chilkat Indians that killed 
Mr. and Mrs. Horton, of four prospectors. 
The latter went up the Chilkoot river, 
where they disappeared, They were fol-

‘GREAT BATTLE IS EXPECTED. 


London Believes Rundle Has En- 
countered the Boers. 
London, April 23—5 a. m.—It is quite 
probable that by this time General Sir 
Henry Rundle has fought a decisive bat- 
tle. He intrenched Saturday to await 


"the arrival of General Campbell with the 


Sixteenth brigade. That commander ar- 
rived Saturday evening and news, there- 
fore, may be expected at any moment. 

It is still impossible to ascertain the 
position of affairs at Bloemfontein, or 
to learn when the long expected advance 
northward will begin. The dispatches 
conflict regarding the state of the prep- 
arations. For instance the Bloemfontein 
correspondent of The Daily Chronicle 
says that the troops have been supplied 
with winter clothing and that the Modder 
river has fallen sufficiently to permit 
cavalry to cross. The Standard’sy report 
says almost exactly the opposite. Pres- 
ent indications, however, point to still 
further delay. ' 

Without attaching undue importance to 
the stories from Lourenzo Marques, con- 
cerning the strength of the Boer forces, 
it would almost seem that the former 
estimates of thirty thousand were rather 
low. During the last few days there has 
been a renewal of Boer activity in all 
parts of the theater of war. The tena- 
city of the enemy around Colonel Dal- 
ghety proves that considerable forces are 
still there. Lord Roberts ‘has ordered 
Lord Methuen to retire from Boshof, 
probably for the same _ reason. The 
presence of a Boer force at Frankfort 
looks like an intention to endeavor to 
cut off. Methuen, who may next be heard 
of as retiring upon Kimberley. The Boers 
are said to have half encircled Bloem- 
fontein to the eastward, and in a cres- 
cent formation. There have been several 
outpost affairs in that vicinity. The 
eleventh division, under General 
Carew and the Fourth cavalry brigade 
are operating toward Sannas Post.

Quay, Scott and Clark Will Consume 
the Senate’s Time. 


QUAKER’S CASE COMES FIRST 


Attempt May Be Made To Secure 
More Time for Debate.

Congress Has a Programme for the 
Week Which Will Give Ora- 
tors Full Sway. 


Washington, April 22.—The senate will 
give considerable attention during ‘the 
present week to questions of privilege in- 
volving three seats in the senate. Under 
the unanimcus consent agreement reach- 
ed on the 1th instant the resolution de- 
claring Sendtor Quay not to be entitled 
to a place in the s:nate probably will be 
voted upon at 4 o’clock Tuesday, and in 
the gneaniir:e several speeches will be 
made upon the reselution. An intimation 
has been given to a possible effort to post- 
pone the case further on the ground that 
there is not sufficient time left before the 
date set for the vote within which to de- 
liver nll the speeches semators desire to 
make on the resolution, but if a move- 
ment is made in that dizection it will be 
Stoutly resisted. It would be an excep- 
tional occu: rence if ~he unanimous agre>- 
ment should te set aside. Among those 
who are still expected to speak in Mr. 
Quay’s bebalf are Senators Penrose and 
Chandler, while Senators Platt, of Con- 
necticut, Hale and Lindsay probably will 
speak in cpposition to his claims. The 
leaders on both sides are claiming victory, 
but they do not in either case give figures 
on the result. 

After the Quay vote is taken, Senator 
McComas, who as a member of the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections, has 
had charge of the protest against Sen- 
ator Scott’s continuing to sccupy his seat 
as a senator from West Virginia, will call 
up the “esolution im that senator’s behalf 
ar.d ask for immediate consideration. The 
prospect is that there will be little or no 
debate on this resolution, as the report of 
the committee is in line of senate prece- 
dents. 

The report of the committee on elec- 
tions in the Clark case, it is positively 
announced, will be made Morduy, and it 
is the intention of the committee to ask 
that it be taken up as socn as the Quay 
and Scott cases are disposed of. How 
much time this case will consume will 
depend largely, if not wholly, wpon Mr. 

He still says that he will 
not decids upon any line of action until 
the report of the committee is made pub- 
lic. If he should elect to continue the 
contest there savould be more or less de.ay 
for the preparation of speeches.

County Conventions in Alabama on 
Saturday. 


DID NOT SHOW A MAJORITY 


For Either One of the Candidates for 
Governor. 


SAMFORD IS FAR AHEAD IN RAGE 


Lacks About a Hundred Votes, 
Though, To Insure Election on 
First Ballot in Convention. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 22.—(Special.)— 
The result of the conventions in the coun- 
ties of the state yesterday for the nomin- 
ations of state officers leaves every offi- 
cer in the doubtful list up to date except 
the offices of secretary of state, attorney 
general and _ superintendent of schools, 
who hold over, and had no opposition. 

Colonel Samford leads in the race for 
governor, and now has to his credit 1H 
votes instructed for him, and will have 
to get just one hundred more to be nomin- 
ated’ There are 108 votes yet to hear 
from, but it is reasonably certain that 
Samford will not get them all, or even 
enough to nominate him on the first ba!l- 
lot, as many of his friends preditted. Wal- 
ler comes next to Samford, with 66 in- 
structed votes for first choice, and Shel- 
ly next, with 57 votes, and Stallings 
fourth, with 41 instructed votes. 

It is reported that the uninstructed vote 
will be largely for Colonel Samford, and 
was kept back for the purpose of trading 
by candidates for other offices than gov-’* 
ernor. Among the large counties which 
have not given instructions as to the 
governorship, are Dallas, with ‘6 votes, 
and Lowndes and Morengo, with 11 votes, 
each: Talladega and Tuscaloosa, with 10 
votes each. 

The offices of auditor, commissioner of 
agriculture and treasurer, have been lost 
sight of by the interest taken in the race 
for governor. 

The legislature will be composed almost 
of an entirely new set of members, very 
few of the old members having been re- 
turned. In this county, Mr. Graves ond 
Captain Ben Screws were nominated and 
were members of the !uvst iegisiature. It 
is now certain that this legislature wil 
call for a constitvtional convention, 258 
many of the counties have already in- 
structed their representatives for it, and 
this was made one of the issues in the 
campaign just ended. In most of the 
counties resolutions were passed indors- 
ing the candidacy of Bryan for president, 
and instructing the delegates to the state 
convention to vote for delegates to the na- 
tional convention who would be favorable 
to nis candidacy. 

The conventions so far as heard from 
all over the state’ were more harmonious 
than ever before known, and democrats, 
populists and goldbugs all had a hearty 
handshake and once more united under 
one banner. It is not believed that there 
will be any serious opposition to the can- 
didacy of Bryan in the state convention, 
although there will be many of the con- 
vention who do not indorse his democracy 
on the money question.

Garfield’s Minister to Constantinople 
Talks of Situation. 


ASSERTS THE SULTAN IS BLAMELESS 


Indianian Says Abdul Hamid Never 
Made a Promise and 
Broke It. 


Washington, April 22—General Lew Wal- 
lace, who was minister to Constantinople 
during the Garfield administration, is in 
the city. In discussing the present con- 
troversy respecting indemnity for the de- 
struction of missionary buildings, General 
Wallace tonight said to a Post reporter: 

“I think I am better acquainted with 
the sultan of Turkey than possibly any 
other American and I know that he fs an 
honest man, and I never knew him to 
break a promise. Abdul Hamid is no more 
to be blamed for the gross atrocities com- 
mitted and the property destroyed by the 
Khourds than William McKinley would 
be if the Apache Indians should go upon 
the warpath and slay the white settlers, 
as they have done in times past. The 
acts were perpetrated upon the Arme- 
nians, but no Americans suffered the loss 
of a hair. The Christians in Turkey are 
there under the patronage of the sultan 
and without his protection they could not 
remain.

Not a Christian church is burn- 
ed or a mission destroyed, but the sultan 
is the first man to subscribe to rebuilding. 
I know this to be so. Abdul Hamid is a 
distinguished scholar and a _ diplomat, if 
it were not so the Ottoman Empire would 
have been wiped out long ago, for the 
hand of every ruler in Europe is against 
him. He prevents them from acting to- 
gether and thus preserves his throne. He 
was educated in Paris, and although a 
Mussulman. he has Christian ideas. All 
that Khourds who are the perpetrators 
of these crimes. against the Christians 
have in common‘with the sultan and the 
Turks is that they, too, are followers of 
Mohammed. They are numerous on the 
eastern border of the empire and have 
never been fully conquered by the govern- 
ment.” Bd e ‘

The Prospective Field. 


The first question for discussion re- 
vealed the fact that the peach sections 
of Fort Valley, Griffin, Marshallville, 
Dawson, Tifton, Cuthbert, Ellaville, Al- 
bany and Americus were _ represented. 
As to the prospective yield as compared 
with the great peach season of 1898 re- 
ports were entered as follows: 

Fort Valley shipped in 1898 865 cars and 
will approximate 1,000 this year. The 
prospects were never better. 

Marshaliville shipped in 1898 440 cars; 
will ship 500 or 600 cars. Crop in splendid 
condition. 

Tifton, Fitzgerald and Albany will ship 
210 cars. 

Cordele, Ellaville, Beuna Vista and la 
Crosse will ship 85 to 90 cars. 

Griffin will not ship as many by % 
per cent as in 1898, the orchards having 
been carelessly managed. 

Dawson was not reported. 

State Entomologist W. J. Scott, who 
has just completed a tour of the state, 
estimates the number of cars to be ship- 
ped at about 3,000, an increase of 800 
over the marketed yield of two years 
ago. He reports that more will be 
shipped from north Georgia than here- 
tofore. The peach trees are generally 
in good condition over the state and the 
vield will be enormous. In some sec- 
tions the trees have dropped much of 
the young fruit, but this means a saving 
of labor in cutting and better quality 
in the maturing remainder. 

Transportation Matters. 

Mr. Hazlehurst, of Macon, joint sec- 
retary of the Georgia Fruit Growers’ 
Association, the Georgia Horticultural 
Society and the Georgia Agricultural 
Society, reported satisfactory progress in 
his negotiations with the railroads for 
reduction of transportation rates east. 
A joint committee from these three or- 
ganizations with two members from the 
Fort Valley Fruit Growers’ Association 
will meet the Southeastern Tariff Asso- 
ciation during the first week in May to 
arrange rates. This committee will also 
consult with the railroad managements, 
the Southern Express Company and the 
refrigerator car people as to. service, 
rates and accommodations. They will 
ask the roads to issue bulletins daily 
during the fruit season exhibiting

and severe in the discharge of his duties, 
and while the scale appeared threatening- 
ly here about some months ago a rigid 
inspection by Professor Scott of half a 
dozen suspected orchards in the neigh- 
borhood failed to reveal a single trace of 
the scale this week.

RAILWAY NOTES, 


It now transpires that the Canadian Pa- 
cific has a strong string to its signature 
of the presidents’ agreement. The pro- 
viso is that all the difficulties which have 
been bones-of contention for years shall 
be adjusted amicably. In: other words, 
the road has in no wise receded from the 
demands it has always made as conditions 
precedent to a signing. The following 
circular to the executive officers of the 
western, northwestern and southwestern 
roads explains the situation: 

“Taking effect May ist, subject to cer- 
tain reservations as to tourist agencies, 
Buropean immigrant bureau and the ma- 
nipulation of excursion reduced rate or 
cirquitous route tickets, the Canadian Pa- 
cific railroad has consented to join in the 
agreement regarding the abolition of com- 
missions to ticket agents. Pending the 
next general meeting an effort will be 
made by your committee to adjust exist- 
ing differences with the Canadian Pacifie 
company that may result in all reserva- 
tions being removed, it being understood 
that unless this is accomplished that com- 
pany may have the right to withdraw 
from the agreement, on proper notice, 
but in the meantime it has agreed to co- 
operate with your committee in removins 


It is announced by a Wall street news 
agency that the through freight rates be- 
tween the Pacific coast and all points 
touth of the Ohio and east of the Missis- 
sippi river were canceled Friday. All of 
the interested roads. including the South- 
ern Pacific, have issued notices to that 
effect. As a result of this action the 
transcontinental rates east of the Missis- 
sippi river are added to the rate between 
San Francisco and tne river and the 
through rate advanced in the exact 
amount of the local, which ranges from 
30 cents per 100 pounds to $1 and more in 
some instances. 

The report that the Southern Pacific 
Railway Company has secured control of 
the extension of the Honstoe, East and 
West Texas line has been confirmed. It is 
stated that negotiations were carried on 
principally through Messrs. Blair & Co., 
who have controlled much of the stock 
of the Houston, East and West Texas. 
The road is in operation from Houston to 
the Sabine river, a distance of 192 miles, 
and has a feeder in the Houston and 
Shreveport railroad between Logansport 
and Shreveport, I.a., a distance of forty 
miles. This acquisition will give the 
Southern Pacific another line in east 
Texas and an entrance into Shreveport. 


The question of allowing holders of sec- 
ond class tickets, issued under certain cir- 
cumstances, to ride in standard sleeping 
and parlor cars, is again greatly disturb- 
ing passenger officials of roads in the Cen- 
tral Passenger Association. 


Kansas City seems to be a center for 
rate troubles just now. Grain men of 
that city have determined to appeal to 
the courts for relief from what they claim 
is unjust discrimination by the railroads. 
The grain arbitraries, running from 1 to 
10 cents per 100 pounds against Kansas 
City, have forced shippers, they claim, to 
send their grain to other markets, notably 
Chicago and St. Louis. The suit will be 
against the Missouri Pacific.

I offer no objection to this proposition, but I 
do not believe it is right, and am certain that | 
the law never contemplated snatching a man 
up and trying him for any offense without giv- 
ing .an opportunity to avail himself of every 
legitimate defense that he might have. The 
law guarantees to every man certain rights, 
among which are trial by jury, means of en- 
forcing the attendance of witnesses, the aid of 
counsel, indietment by the grand jury and a 
fair and impartial trial. This being true, the 
law certainly contemplates giving every man, 
whatever crime he may have committed, time 
and opportunity prepare and present 
defense that he may have. As to the Baker | 
Case, which is the Subject of your editorial, 
the facts are: Baker killed his wife Friday 
night, the I3th instant. He employed a law- 
yer Saturday night after Supper, but did not 
get any chance to tell him anything about the 
case until Sunday afternoon, and was tried 
and sentenced to hang on Thursday, the 19th 
instant, under the protest of his counsel that 
he had not had any time to Bive to the case 
and was not prepared to try it. I had an im- 
portant case set for 8:30 Monday morning in 
Judge Lumpkin’s court, and was actively en- 
gaged in the courts all day till 6:30 p. ™. 
Puesday I was engaged all day in looking after 
important legal matters for other clients, who 
had previously placed their interests in my 
hands and paid for my serviees and who I 
was under solemn contract and obligations to 
serve, Wednesday | was similarly engaged 
till | o’clock, and all the time I ever had :o 
work on the Baker case was from | p. m. to 
3:50 p. m. Wednesday. If I had had the entire 
time intervening between the killing and the 
date of the trial it would not have been suffi- 
cient to have prepared both the law and the 
evidence in a case like this. I do not believe 
there is a lawyer in Atlanta who would accept 
& murder case of this sort for any fee, and 
agree to try it six days after the commission 
of the act. When you so heartily commend 
this sentence and plead for ‘‘swiftness’’ in 
such, if you mean that all you demand is that 
when a man is accused of murder he be hanged, 
regardless of a proper discussion of his inalien- 
able rights, then why not lynch him and be 
done with it? To take a man up and hang 
him without giving nim every possible chance 
to avail himself of every probable defense that 
he might have is worse than lynching, for it 
is lynching in the name of the law. 

I do not mean by this proposition to criticise 
the court who tried this case. e is a good 
judge, a valuable official and a perfectly con- 
scientious man, but I am only stating that un- 
der the rules of the court in the Baker case I 
did not have a chance to do either myself or 
my client justice. It now develops that Baker 
has been crazy from childhood and that from 
infancy he was kept under restraint and 
surveillance to keep him from injuring himself 
or someone else, until some years ago he stray- 
ed off from his relations and they thought 
that he was dead. I make this statement after 
a full investigation of the facts and there is 
no doubt of its correctness. One of the best 
women in Georgia said to me yesterday: ‘*To 
hang Jim Baker for any act of his involving 
moral and mental responsibility would be like 
hanging a two-year-old child.’’ What effect 
do you think these facts would have had on 
the jury before whom he wags’ tried had they 
been proven to their satisfaction? I found this 
all out eight days after in an insane moment 
he had killed someone, but unfortunately he 
had already been sentenced to the gallows. 

Again you say in your editorial: ‘‘An attor- 
ney should be held es accountable to prompt- 
ness in answering 
the juror who very soon finds out that a head- 
ache will not excuse him from a performance 
of his duty.” 

You seem to overlook the fact that lawyers 
sometimes have more than one case at a 
time. Suppose that a juror was summoned to 
serve in five courts at one time; would you 
make him serve in one and punish him in the 
other four that he could not serve in? De- 
fending a man for his life is a serious re- 
sponsibidty and every conscientious lawyer 
feels it keenly and is never satisfied til] he 
knows that he has done all that can and 
ought to be done to save him. 

I will present to Judge Candler a formal mo- 
tion for a new trial for Baker tomorrow mor- 
ing, and I believe when he knows all the facts 
he will grant it. This confidence grows out of 
the fact that he is a good official and wants to 
do his duty to the state and county by dis- 
patching their business and to society by pro- 
tecting it by the punishment of criminals and 
in pursuance of these high duties he would not 
let any man, high or low, suffer a wrong 
through the enforcement of the rules of his 
courts.

GOVERNOR SAYS THIS IS A RELIEF 


For It Removes Considerable Worry, 
Political Gossip and News 
of Mississippi. 


Jackson, Miss., April 22.—(Special.}— 
Governor Longino states that he will an- 
nounce the names of the eight circuit 
judges nnd ten chancellors provided for in 
the Cox elective judiciary bill all ip a 
batch, instead of dropping them in twos 
and threes, and thus lengthening the 
anxiety. 

The vacancies all oceur on the lth of 
May, and this will be the largest amount 
of judicial patronage that has ever been 
distributed at one time by a Mississippi 
governor. Incidental’y, it will be the last 
batch to be handed out from the gover- 
vor’s Office, for hereafter the judges and 
chancellors will be elected, and by the 
termis of the Cox bill no judiciary ele:- 
tions are to take place at the same time 
with state or congressional elections. 
Thus the people will enjoy the luxury of 
an election each year, @ matter sure to 
bring joy to the hearts of the touts and 
wire-workers who eke out a livelihood by 
their peculigr electioneering methods. 

In discussing the r@bing of the execu- 
live office of its appointive patronage, 
Governor Lengino a tew days ago s‘ated 
that he was heartily glad that the siep 
had been taken, as it would relieve the 
position of fully on2-half of its worries 
Aside froin the governurs opinion, the 
most important feature of the divestment 
is the fact that it will prevent future 
occupants of the gubernatorial office 
from building up powerful political ma- 
chines to place them in the United States 
senate. ' 

In the Third District. 

The congressional campaign in the third 
district will be formeally opened at Grean- 
wood on the first day of May by a joint 
debate, in-vhich the three aspirants, 
Messrs, Patrick Henry, Pen G. Hum- 
phries and W. O. Hebron, have been in- 
vited to participate and give the publie 
the benerit of their views, together with @ 
sprinkling of the personal reasons why 
each should have the office, 

More interest ‘s centered in the result 
of the contest in this district than in all 
the others «ccm bined, The three candidates 
are all young men, and have some very 
pronounc:d views on naticnal issues. The 
disttict is one of the largest in the state, 
and while Henry is generally believed to 
be the witner, it is very likely that the 
contest will prove a close one. Elumphries 
will carry Lefigre county by a good ma- 
jority, and it is reasonable to suppose that 
Hebron will get Washington, as it is his 
home county but the friends of Henry 
confidently assert that their candidate 
will beat Hebron in his home precinct. It 
is understecd that all the candidates are 
in favor of a general primary to settle 
the question of who ig to receive the 
nomination.

a general order calling for a meeting at 
Vicksburg, on the 2d day of May, with « 
special request to all camps in his brig- 
ade to attend in a body. The order states 
that a great rany camps ignore the state 
division and give their support only to the 
general organization. “This is. wrong,” 
continues General White, “for unless the 
state division is sustained, the whole 
thing will drag, and we will be unable to 
care properly for our worthy old cof- 
rades who reed our united efforts to re- 
lieva their necessities in their Jast days.

MA, VENABLE TALKS OF OCEURENCE 


Case an Unusual One and First of 
the Kind in Atlanta—Seems 
To Open a New Field for 
Hypnotism—Parham 
Leaves Town. 


Hypnotism was used in Atlanta for the 
first time Saturday morning as an agen- 
cy for the detection of crime, when F. A. 
Parham, a well-known young man, after 
having been placed in a hypnotic state 
by Melvin Venable, confessed to having 
stolen a number of valuable hats and 
other articles, 

The story {ts one of the most unique 
that has been recorded in Atlanta in some 
time, and is declared by those in a posi- 
tion to know, that it opens up practically 
a new field in the science of hypnotism. 

By an adept and practical use of hyp- 
notism Mr. Venable Saturday morning 
unraveled a mystery that had baffled the 
city detectives, and was enabled to re- 
cover for R. F. Graves goods that had 
been stolen from him, and at the same 
time to secure a promise of reformation 
from the young man who confessed to the 
theft. 

Some time ago R. F. Graves, who rep- 
resents a hat concern, d who has offices 
in Atlanta, missed a number of hats and 
other articles. Every effort was made to 
apprehend the person who had appropriat- 
ed them, but without success. 

A porter who had been discharged was 
suspected, and the city detectives were 
asked to look into the matter. The de- 
tectives had succeeded in locating some 
of the goods, but they had not been able 
to locate the man who had taken them 
or to secure any clew to his identity. 

Melvin Venable, who is a friend of Mr. 
Graves, and wha had been studying hyp- 
notism under the tutorship of R. O. 
Bridewell for sdOme time, knew of the 
theft and of the circumstances. For a 
reason which he cannot explain himself, 
he suspected that young F, A. Parham 
was in some way connected with it. 

Young Parham is interested in hypnot- 
ism and had been one of Mr. Venable’s 
subjects on a number of occasions, 
Confession Is Made. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Venable saw 
Parham enter a cigar store and followed 
him. He approached the young man and 
hypnotized him, Parham was carried 
to Mr. Venable’s office, and in order that 
he might have witnesses to thé experi- 
ment, he telephoned for Mr. Graves and 
for Mr. Bridewell. 

It might be well to state that Parham 
had no intimation that he was suspected,

“It has lone been maintained that a 
person in the hypnotic state could not be 
induced to Jo cr say anything that would 
result in personal injury. The case of 
Parhani cemonstrates that the subject 
can be made to confess to wrong doing, 
and shows that the better. nature is 
brought out and is made to overcome any 
tratural tendency to wrong. 

“I Knew of the goods having been taken 
from Mr. Graves's office, and for some 
recson suspected that Parham was in 
some way connected with the matter. I 
met him tris morning and hypnotized him 
and carried him to my office. I then sent 
for Messrs. Graves and Bridewell, the lat- 
ter of whom has made a long study of 
hypnotism, and who taught me what I 
know of K. 

“When they arrived I placed Parham 
in a-deep hypnotic state and then sug- 
gested to lim that he had done something 
wrong, which he should~tell. I did not’ 
tell him that he haj taken anything, and 
gave hiri to understand that it would be 
better for Fim if he would make a clean 
breast of any wrong doing’of which he 
might have been guilty. 

“This vost-hi pnotic suggestion had the 
desired effect, and no sooner did he awake 
than he itoid Mr. Graves that he had 
taken the goods, and related how he had 
disposed of them. Four cf the hats had 
been taken to pawn shops, and they had 
been found during the morning by Detec- 
tive Chosewood, but without any vlew as 
to who had taken them. Parham told of 
having sent six of the hats ty Chatta- 
rooga, and prvduced the receipt of the 
express company. On visiting the office 
we were able to make arrangements to 
have the heats returned to Atlanta, 

“As svon es the whole matter was mada 
clear, Mr. Graves devided that he would 
not prosecute the young man. He was 
given a lecture en] sent cut of town. I 
believe the experience wiil have a good 
effect upon him, and that he will never 
be guilty cf misconduct again. 

“Since studying hypnetism I have be- 
Nevyed that it could be put to practical 
use in this tine, ard the experiment yes- 
terday demonstrated this beyond the ques- 
tion of a doubt. This cuse shows that 
the subjective mind may, by suggestion, 
be made to overcome a matural tendency, 
to such an extent that the subject will 
tell things that may result in personal 
injury.”’ 

Detective Studies Hypnotism. 

One of the interesting results of the 
Parham case is the fact that the city 
detectives have become interested in the 
science. Especially is this true of Detec- 
tive C. L. Choosewocd, who was detailed 
to discover who ha‘ taken the goods 
from Mr. Graves's office. Choosewood 
found 30me of the hats in pawnshops Sat- 
urday morning almost at the same time 


Parham was making his confession un- 
der the hypnotic influence which Mr. Ven- 
able exerted over him, 

Detective Choosewood called on Mr. 
Venable yesterday morning, and ws 
civen a lesson in hypnotism, and it Ils un- 
derstood he will make use of it in the 
same manner that Mr. Venable did. That 
ether detectives may take up the study 
and put the science to @ practical use is 
a strong por'sibility.

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Dr. Walker Lewis. 

In the sermon at the First Methodist 
church yesterday morning Dr. Walker 
Lewis referred in eulogistic terms to Dr. 
Hillis’s recent declarations concerning 
the Presbyterian confession of faith. He 
said that Dr. Hillis’s denunciation of pre- 
destination as “unreasonable, unevangel- 
leal, unseriptural and anti-Christian,” 
Was well advised, 

Dr. Lewis said that the Brook'yn divine 
had done his church and Christianity 
a manly and vast service by his protest 
and denuneiation, and that he would be 
followed by a vast army. 

Dr. Lewis denied explicitly any purpose 
to attack the members of any denomin- 
ation, He confined his remarks to a 
Strong arraignment of Calvinism, and a 
eulogy of the stand taken by Dr. Newell 
Dwight Hillis, of Plymouth church, 
Brooklyn. 

Dr. Lewis took for his text: 

“And He said unto them, Go ye into 
all the world,’”’ ete. Mark xvi: 15, 16. 

He said in part: 

“This is the great commission. What- 
ever else it implies it does not fail to 
teach that every sinner has a chance of 
Salvation. There is no lack of grace, no 
secret will or decree of God, because of 
which any man that hears the gospel 
may not be as surely saved as was Abra- 
ham. Eternal life is attainable by all sin- 
ners. There was as real chance for Saul 
as for David, for Judas as for James and 
Peter. Heaven is not a close corporation. 
and, logically, there can be no sure gOs- 
pel for anybody unless there is a sure 
gospel for everybody. 

“The world is beginning to see this. The 
opening of its eyes to see God's fairness 
with the lost is largely due to the heaven 
of Methodism which Bishop McTyeire has 
Said ‘has either, revolutionized the doc- 
trines of other churches, or retired them.’ 
When your church stood forth as a pro- 
test against less than a full and free sal- 
vation more than a century and a half 
ago, it was the only church that did not 
teacheternalelectionor reprobation of men 
without regard to foreseen faith, obedience 
or character, and even infants in hell was 
not an unfrequent declaration down to the 
beginning of this century. But the world 
has learned better. Its own heart is 
nearer truth than are some of the articles 
of Calvin’s faith. 

“And the church is learning it. I am 
not here to’ attack my brethren of other 
denominations. Far from that. I mark 
with delight: their every growth, and re- 
joice as much as they in every baptism 
and convert to their communion. But in 
predestination they have a Jonah on board 
and the storm that ‘is upon them will never 
cease until it is cast overboard. It is 
not to criticize, but to congratulate them, 
that I express the opinion that fully nine- 
tenths of their own members do not be- 
lieve in the eternal reprobation of infants 
or men, but that God has made it possi- 
ble for every sinner that hears the gospel 
to be saved. Scotland has kicked Calvin 
out of its creed, and refused to longer 
tremble in the shadow of grim Augustine. 
The voice of protest against this ‘horri- 
ble decree’ that rang in Plymouth church 
last Sunday is not a solitary demand for 
a real gospel. Thirty-four out of fifty-one 
ministers of his own communion have 
called for a revision of the creed. And 
even in the south, where change comes 
slowly, the heart of the church yearns 
for relief from the incubus of a doctrine 
that shocks the moral sense of mankind. 

“It must perish speedily or else the 
gospel cannot stay. Predestination ex- 
cludes the gospel, or the gospel excludes 
it. They are wholly irreconcilable and be- 
tween them there is an irrepressible con-

Dr. C. PB, Bridewell. | 
Rev. C. P. Bridewell, of the First Pres- 
. byterian church of this city, is a Cajvin- 
ist according to the confession of faith 
to which he suascribed when he entered 
the ministry of his church. In an elo- 
quent and able lecture from his pulpit 
last evening he defended the Presbyterian 
confession cf faith, the doctrine of pre- 
destination and in a brief review of the 
history of Calvinism showed that the 
Sreat reformers, the men who moved the 
world, have been, with few exceptions, 
subscribers to the tenets of that faith. 

Mr. Brideweil, who is perhaps the 
youngest pastor in any of the churches 
of Atlanta, certainly in those of his own 
denomination, distinguished himself as a 
theologian of deep research by his de- 
fense of Calvinism ang by the earnest- 
ness and sincerity that characterized his 
exposition of the subject. In the course 
of his remarks, he dealt with Dr. Hillis, 
Dr. Parkhurst and Dr. Briggs, of the new 
school of Presbyterians, referring to Dr. 
Parkhurst as d sensationalist of the type 
unknown to the gouthern Presbytery. 

The lecture last evening was the first 
of a series which Mr. Bridewel|] has been 
requested to deliver, In the outset he 
Stated that the subject was a broad one, 
and that in his lecture he would necessa- 
ri.y deal with the confession of faithina 
general way, 

“The doctrine of predestination,”’ said 
he, “has been very greatly misunderstood 
and even many who profess to know of 
the subject, fail to grasp its intricacies. 
This misunderstanding is due to prejudice 
whieh has become deep rooted in the mind 
of Many people, to the profundity of the 
subject and to inattention.” 

During the progress of the lectureg Mr. 
Bridewell asked for a frank, honest, can- 
did and patient study of the subject. He 
designated the subject as one that could 
be. grasped with attention, and not ong 
that can be swept aside with a gesture 
of superciliou§ impatience. The pastor 
narrated the beginning of the differences 
which arose in the northern church )jead- 
ing to the establishment of the new 
schoo! which has theological seminaries 
of its own at different points in the north. 

‘In 1871 the old schoo] and the new 
school] churches in the north, united af- 
ter a discussion of four years. Years 
ago John Hall, who was then pastor of 
tMe Fifth Avenue Presbyterian church of 
New York city, made the prediction that 
in a few years the only sound exponents 
of Calvinism would be found in the south. 
How true that prophecy “would become, 
he himself probably little knew, but we 
see its truth now in the pickerings and 
dissentions of the northern church. 

“Dr. Hillis, of Chicago, graduated 
from the McCormick seminary of that 
city, and his expressions soon after he 
was graduated showed the tendency of 
hig ideas.’’ 

The McCormick seminary, the pastor 
explained, is a seminary of the old schoo! 
Which clung and still clings to the con- 
fession of faith. 

Dr. Hillis had soon succeeded as pastor 
a man with ideas and theories strange to 
the doctries of the old school. 

In dealing with Dr. Parkhurst, of New 
York, who had come to the Presbyterian 
church from the Congregational church, 
as a sensationalist, Mr. Bridewel] said: 

Dr. Parkhurst before his brother min- 
isters in discussing Calvinism, made the 


admission that he had never read the 
confession of faith. of the Presbyterian 
church, the articies of faith which he 


swore to abide by in the conduct of his 
ministry. A prominent Presbyterian min- 
ister recent!y cried out for the abolition 
of the present confession of faith and the 
substitution therefor of one of gixteen 
lines. The vain babblings of foolish 
men! 

“They tell us that the confession of 
faith which hag stood the bulwark in the 
church alt these years Must go! That it 
can no longer bé accepted as the basis 
of Christian belief. 

“The great doctrine of Calvinism has 
had the most glorious history of any 
creed on earth. - Have you ever read 
Mr. Froude on Caivinism? If not you 
wil] find in the book what the historian 
thinks on the subject and the reading of 
it will result in profit. 

“All the great world reformers have 
been Calvinists. The great leaders of 
national movements in our history have 
been believers in the tenets of Calvinism 
and Augustinian in their doctrines. The 
Calvinists have been the most moral peo- 
pie of history, The Puritans, the Hugue- 
nots are types of the fol’owers of Calvin. 

he great world movers, Calvin, William 


of Orange, Cromwell and the leaders 
foremost in the foundation of our own 
government were all Zrounded in the 


doctrines of Calvin. 

“Predestination makes all men humble 
before God; makes them strong before the 
powers of evil; makes the Lord Jesus 
Christ-the glorious omnipotent King; es- 
tablishes religious faith, extinguishes 
fear. inspireg <nthusiasm—to the man to 
whom there is no God it is all black 
atheism and darkness. The doctrines of 
Calvin are the doctrines that wil] hold 
in the end. When we are before that 
great white throne of God on the last 
day, the doctrines Calvin gave us are the 
doctrines that shal] prevail.”’

“Instead of pointing to the true north, 
the needle usually stands several degrees 
to the east or west of the true north line, 
and this angle is called the variation of 
the magnetic needle. At Athens, Ga., the 
variation was 4.52 degrees east {In 1837. 
degrees east, the needle 
having moved westward 2.21 degrees in 
fifty-three years. In some parts of Alaska 
the variation is now 34 degrees east, and 
at a point in Newfoundland it is %4 
degrees west, while at certain points in 
North and South Carolina, Kentucky, 
Michigan the needle points at 
the true north. But the vati- 
everywhere slowly changing at 
which is irregular to some extent 
at the same place, and is very different 
for different localities. 

‘In the year 1580 the variation at London 
was 11 degrees, 17 minutes éast, and in 
1815 it was 24 degrees 27 minutes west, 
the needle having moved westward over 
an are of So degrees, 44 minutes in 235 
years.

“Many years ago Captain Ross, on his 
second voyage, found a point in latitude 
north 70 degrees, 53 minutes, and longitude 
west, 9% degrees, 45.8 minutes, where the 
dipping needle pointed vertically down- 
ward and the compass needle turned to- 
ward this point when placed at points ad- 
jacent. In other words, he located the 
north magnetic pole, in the same manner 
which Captain Borchguvink has just found 
the south magnetic pole. The position 
of this pole has been practically indi- 
cated on charts for many years by the 
apparent convergence of such magnetic 
meridians as could be laid down from the 
observations of explorers in the surround- 
seas, but Captain Borchguvink has 
the honor of first setting foot on the iden- 
tical spot and taking observations that 
will be used in confirmation or rebuttal 
of various theories which have been ad- 
vanced, and in thoroughly revising the 
magnetic polar charts. 

“As to the cause of terrestial magnetism, 
I will say that the great natural electric 
currents induced by the heat of the sun 
in combination with the diurnal revolu- 
tion of the earth, belt the earth and make 
of it a powerful electro-magnet whose 
poles do not coincide with the poles wf 
the earth's axis of revolution. The ques- 
tion Is, what do they coincide with? The 
old poet who claimed to be ‘true as the 
needle to the pole’ was probably nearer 
right than he intended to be, as any pole 
that the magnetic needle is true to must 
be exceedingly migratory.
